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Trach Sensory ALERT System 



The Trach Sensory Alert system is designed to alarm 
when the trach starts to move out of the body Hie 
temperature setting can be changed for each individual 
according to their body temperature. The unit is one 
unit with the sensor at the curve of the trach [on the 
back of the trach],[not like the unit in the Harris Patent 
#3,903,876, and the Einhom Patent # 5,070,321which 
both have two parts to tiie trach an inner cannula and 
an outer cannula]. There is no balloon on the trach and 
no inner cannula on the trach. The balloon on a trach 
can get skin growing around the balloon [adhere] on 
the inside of the body [outside of trach]. Trach's are 
usually changed on a monthly bases. 

The Trach Sensory Alert System is for both 
occlusions and for when the trach starts coming out of 
the body. 

The differences are my \mit is one piece not two 
pieces and I don't have an inner cannula.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) wNch fomw the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(e) A patent may not be obtained though th« invenlion is not identically dlsdased or deswlbedw Ml 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the dBTerences betwaon (he subiect matter souflht to be patwted and 
the Drtof art are such that the subjeci nattor as a whole would have been obvious at the time me 
invention was made to a pefson having ofdlnaiv skin in the art to which »Bki 
PatentiMRty «ha« not be nejaSved by the tiwmer In whWi Iha Invention wae imde. 

a»lm 1 is rejected under 36 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Einhom 
et al In view «f Harris. Einhom et al teach a temperature sensor (20) within a 
tracheotomy tuba. The temperature sensor (20) te coupled to an alann system (18). An 
audio visual alamt (44) is sounded due to dislodging or cessation of breathing patterns. 
See od. 3, II. 34-43. Whfle disclosing an alamtt system that is triggered when 
predetermined citteiia is met (no change in air temperature over a preset time intewal). 
Einhom etal do not speciflcaily recite setting a predetemiined tempefature. However, 
Harris discloses a tracheotomy tube virtth a temperature sensor (thennistor). See cd. 3. 
II. 3.9. When air movement stops, the temperature changes such that a critical 
threshold (predetermined temperature) is reached and an alarm sounds. The 
advantage is to provide a warning before bfeathing or movement of the paUeni has 
ceased altogether. See col. 2, II. 51^1. It would have been obvious to one of oidinafy 
skill in the art at the time the Invention was made to modify the atom, system of Einhom 
et el with the predetemrtned tempeiature setting of Harris to provide a warning before 
breathing or movement of the patient has ceased altogether. RECEIVED
